Dr. Donald McEachcm of the 
Montreal Neurology Institute slated 
his appreciation of the excellent 
response from the students, in a let- 
ter to Harris, the text of which 
follows: 
Dear Mr. Harris: 
Aîay I send a word of thanks, 
through you, to the volunteers un- 
der the auspices of the Studçnl'i 
War Council, who have been help- 
ing us to much in our research 
work devoted to war problems. This 
aid has been invaluable. 

The work upon which we are en- 
gaged does not require a great deal 
of time from any one student vol- 
unteer, nor, as a rule, any repeti- 
tion. It does, however, require that 
we have a large number of volun- 
teers whom we can study, and 
whose reactions we can lat,cr com- 
pare. It is very essential that these 
experiments go forward without 
delay and I hope that we can count 
on the continuing generous response 
of the student body.

Delvin pointed out that the A.F.L.

McGILL STBING QUARTET 

Jacques. Gordon, founder and first violinist 
of the Gordon String Quartet, popular with 
Montreal audiences, will be guest artist with 
the McGill String Quartet at the filth coqcort 
in its series of six under MonUeal Festivals, to 
be given In the Windsor Hotel on Thursday 
evening, February 26th. 

Gordon-will bring to Montreal his famous 
De Hougemont Stradivarius. This violin, which 
is mentioned in the Life of Antonio Stradivar- 
ius, was made in 1703, and is the twin of a 
violin in Mr. Henry Ford's unique collection, 
having been made in the same year, with the 
siime wood in back aiid sides, and the same 
varnish. The de Rougémont is so called be- 
cause it was owned by the de Rougemont fam- 
ily in England from the year 1818, some twenty 
years after it had been brought to England by 
an Italian player, until 1914, when it was sold 
to a dealer in New York. 

Jacques Gordon hat been concert-matter of 
'the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, and head of 
the Violin Department of the American Con- 
servatory of Music in Chicago. He has bean 
well known to Canadians since 1030 when he 
esUbllshed the Gordon Musical Astodation of 
Music MounUin at Falls Village, Conn. There 
each year, until the war, stùdènta from Canada 
studied repertory and chamber music ' 

With the McGill String Quartet, and Ross 
Pratt, the distinguished yOung Canadian pian- 
ist who gave his first concert in Town Hail, 
New York, this season, and received highest 
praise from the American press. Gordon will 
play Chautson'a rarely heard Concerto. Unac- 
companied he will play Bach't artita No. 1 In 
Q mih. ' '

Above and beyond these wcll-choson words 
of a former GOP standard bearer,, there is 
every IndlcaUon that the present complexion 
of the Republican Party is auch that It can 
never hope to reach the high expectations of 
Mr. WlUkle. Hie present Republican Party is 
actually a hopeless conglomeration of reaction 
aries, fence sillers, and disguised New Dealers, 
none of whom will be reconciled. A brltf case 
study of its prominent figures show that Uie 
lime for petty political opposition is not over. 

Case Study Numbçr One: HERBERT CLARK

His master attempt to embarrass the 
administration, a reflection of his prestige gain 
ed in Belgium during the first World War, was 
a -plan to feed the civilian population of Nazi 
dominated areas in Europe. 

Case Study Number Two: JOSEPH WIL- 



chusettj and Republican minority leader in the 
House. • He has straddled every issue from 
selective service to Donald Duck. First, Repre- 
sentative MarUn voted for the selective aervice 
act and lease-lend aid to Britain, but later did 
an about face and voted against extending the 
selective service act, arming merchant vessels, 
and abolishing war zones. On the recent roll 
call in regard to re-imbursing Walt Disney 
Studios for a Donald Duck film, made at the 
request of the U.S. Treasury, Martin failed to 
vote. : XMost Republicans, it they voted at all, 
adapted the phrase "Billient lor defense, but 
not one buck for Donald Duck.") 

Cue Study Number Three: WENDELL 
LSWIS WILLKIE, laviryer and 1910 Republican 
nominee for President He has a totally differ- 
ent approach to the problem. A Democrat, he 
Is so much in accord with the President's poli- 
cies that his only promise Is to execute the 
New Deal program better than the New 
Dealers. 

At for the rest of the prominent GOP lead- 
ers— mon like Alfred Landon, Thomas Dewey, 
Ra4)trt Taft, Arthur Vandenberg, Styles 
Bridges— are all as irreconcilable In regard to 
political strategy as Hoover, Martin, and 
Willkie. ^ 

One thing is sure. All Republican leaders, 
whether they are reactionaries, fence titters, or 
disguised New Dealers are hell bent in one di- 
reotlon. Their common denominator Is a desire 
to git Franklin , D. Roosevelt out of the White 
House. The honeymoon ia over. The "loyal 
oppoaitlon" that minority leader Martin talked 
about the day after Pearl Haiiwr is a myth. 
This oj^otition Is just waiting for the fhrst mis- 
take of the Administration, thë first U.S. dis- 
aster of the war, and they are praying it will 
happen before the November elections. Any- 
thing to descredit President Roosevelt, now, the 
winning of the war wiK come under their lead- 
ership afterwards. 

Straws in the wind concerning GOP 
strategy appeared in the same WlUkle speech 
that called for "tough . . . resolute . . . patriotic 
men." "Die former party standard bearer^ has 
demanded the recall of General MacArthur 
itom the Philippines at Uie first step. Other 
sources hint the hero of the Bataah Peninsula 
may be 'diosen to lead a group of pOUticlsns 
that do not see èyo to eye on any issue. I( 
men like Wtllkie are going to assume that 
every army officer that wina a batUe Should 
be nominated to the high command, if the Re- 
publicans Intend to. cash in on a hero-of-the- 
hour Jiitt to defeat Roosevelt the GOP has en- 
tered lté Second Childhood. ' 

An intelligent minority is essential for a 
democracy in time of peace, imperative in time 
of war. The Truman Committee, a predomin 
ant Demoeratic committee, has played this im 
portant role. Until the Republican party it 
ready to enter the apirit of winning a war, to 
realize that the time for petty political opposl 
tlon is over, and to stop Idling reacUonariei, 
fence sitters, and pro-New Dealers all be its 
spokesman, its puipoee in the war effort is not 
only useless, the party itself it a serious ob- 
stacle in the suceestful execution of the war.

One cannot object to thé privll 
eges granted to the Engineers, be 
cause they at least have managed 
to acquire the reputation of reas 
enable diiigéaeé. But it Is difficult 
to understand why the pamp*red 
students of the Arts should be al- 
lowed to omit one subject on ac- 
count of O.T.C. work when all the 
other Fàeultièt do their added war 
work without any academic bon- 
uses or exemptions. This is espe- 
cially inequitable when, in the case 
of the Faculty of Law, for example, 
instead of the course being at all 
curtailed, the far seeing Dean, re- 
garding military training as more 
Or lest of a relaxation, hat teen fit 
to add considerably more work In 
the past year.

ELECTRIO SâOCKB 

The University of Celifornia re' 
cently made some rather interest 
ing tests to find the current at 
which a subject, receiving an elcc 
trie shock, could "let go" or re- 
Icsse himself from the live con 
ductor; the assumption being that 
thé dangeir point was that at which 
the person could not let go. The 
general statement was made that 
when loss of muscular control oc- 
curred the subject would be injur 
ed for the simple réaton that the 
degree of muscular control would 
be progressively léssenéd until re 
spiration was so affectéd that the 
subject might die simply from as 
phyxiation. 

The original artielé wi^ch ap 
peered in various trade magazines 
showed the let go currents as hav 
Ing a range of 10 ^to 22 niiUiampercs 
at 60 cycles, witlî an average of 15 
milllamperes, and I thought it 
might be interesting to find out 
what voltage was necessary to get 
these iét go currents under the con 
dition of tests. I am now informed 
by Prof. C. F. Dalzlel, who made 
the above tests on approximately 
200 subjects, that the voltage range 
was from 20 to 79 volts. AU the 
AC results, on cycles varying from 
to' 10,000, were In the range of 
18 to 82 volts. 

I thought perhaps these .voltage 
figures might be . interesting since 
many who are in the induttry, and

And It it probable that 
familiarity with these common de- 
vices hu not been followed by a 
realization of the necessity of tho 
best possible design, nor of the 
need for the most careful mainten 
ance.
